—Now space pilot Alan B. Shup- 
ard Jr., begins once again those 
awful hours of tension. Perhaps 
Friday he will become the firsl 
American shot into space.

day to their chagrin that they 
might challenge space, but on 
earth they musl still come in 
when it rains.
